SOMEWHERE, al this very 
minute, there is a strong, 
dean - cut, intelligent man who 
could belong to you. 

He needs (lie help, the under- 
standing, the tenderness, the 
admiration, and (he physical 
stimulation — in sum, tht love 
— that you could give him. 
He's there all right. 
Bin whether you will ever 
find each other and whether 
you will fall in love depend not 
so much on fate, or where you 
live, or how glamorous and 
sophistkaied you are, or how 
many groups you belong to, or 
even your face, your figure, or 
your occupation. These things 
can onlv help. 

Whcl hi 1 r thai man es'er belong* to 
vMi depends primarily nn the whole 
collection of inner feelings, atti- 
tudes, and ways nt behaving That 
make yon the person you are. 

Actually, many peoplr have sus- 
pected the controlling importance 
of personality hi marriage or tion- 
rnamage for a lung time, but have 
moslly gone nn behaving as ihuogh 
they didn't believe it. 

They still think that the !><"i way 
|o help a tingle wuman friend get a 
man is (1) <° roach hrr in trick', or 
technique*; (2) to dill her up jnil 
to Invite her over for a rarefullv 
stalled dinner to which a single male 
is also invited; 'tj m insisi that 
she join a church ur hobby group; 
or else ({1 t<i urge her In- pack up 
anil move lt> tome faraway com- 
munity, where, it is tab!, (here are 
more eligible men. 

But these methods often end in 
failure and disappointment. In 
thinking about II afterwards, many 
a matchmaking hostess has been 
bothered by a curious paradox. 
While there are tome warm, eagerly 
mectahlc young women who can 
attract men even when there are no 
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men visible for miles and then date 
them on their own term*, there aTe 
others, often more heautifiil, who 
can never get a date. 

Why can some people easily find 
one mace or several while other* 
never do? 

Nol long ago, I spent a couple of 
distraught bnt interesting academic 
years isolating personality and 
Opportunity differences between a 
grnup of single women, aged 30-39, 
and a mutchcd group of married 
women. This was research to find 
the significant differences between 
the gToups which rould give evidence 
as to the causes why some women 
marry and somr don't. 

Later, for four years, I taught and 
counselled young university women, 
and during that time quietly ob- 
served who was popular and who 
wasn't, who got ibe dates and who 
didn't. 

Recently, I have been counsel- 
ling with older, more mature women 
who would like to be married. 

All my investigations have pointed 
to the same general conclusion ;i 
woman with a warm, friendly, 
adaptable, and interesting person- 
ality, who is interested in men as 
men and as human beings, who has 
sell-assurance without being aggres- 
sive about it, and, most important 
ol all, who is able in forget tin own 
personality needs long- enough in 
help her prosp* 1 : rive mate find Ful- 
filment for 
hu, is the 
woman who 
will get illr 
dare and, ultimately, get her man. 

In itself, this- is no earth-shaking 
discovery lint — and this is the big 
point any clear demonstration 
of the predominant e of personality 
factors over both "opportunity 11 
and glamor in die normal modem 
social situation carries with it the 
promise of rtrram fiilliliuejii for 
rvcry woman wherever she lives or 
however beautiful she may be. 

For, unlike natural physical ap- 
pearance and opportunity, which 
may depend an uncontrollable <ir- 
cumslaiicrt, the china, leristict of 



personality, such as the ability tD 
interest men, have been learned by 
those who have them Most of these 
charaeteriitics can be learned by 
anyone w'bo will work at it. 

Your marriageability quotient 
can be remarkably increased in 
''time by study, practice, self-evalua- 
tion, and, in sonic cases, friendly 
couirscllmg with atiuthrr human 
being, SumeLnni.s it isn't easy, 
especially if deep-seated habit pat- 
terns or emotional blocks are in- 
volved, hut often even a little quirt 
thought and a few insights can start 
you off almost at once. 

The unvariablc beginning is, of 
course, the question, why haven't 
you had love and marriage experi- 
ence that ethers of vour age have 
had? 

It i possible that there is some 
simple, tlraighllorsiard answer. It 
is possible thai some cirromstance 
wholly beyond your control has ab- 
solutely prevented you from accept- 
ing the romantic reward you de- 
serve and have earned. 

tt is possible that you can point 
ssith absolute cenaioty to the sole 
aod only cause of yoor oot having 
love or marriage. 

I. satallv. though, finding the 
answer In that "why haven't you'* 
question is not quiff "so elementary. 
Almnsi always the unmarried person, 
tired of being asked why not. has' 
adopted tome ready explanation

In the comparative study of 
single and married women that I 
made, it appearrd that the married 
women actually had had much 
more opportunity tn meet and date 
than the single women. Did this 
possibly mean that opportunity is 
the whole answer f> finding the 
right husband? 

Nat at all. 

In the lust place, there were many 
indications in the study that from 
the beginning the greater oppor- 
tunity was an effect — not a rausr — 
of popularitv.

It includes all thin* 
women who deliberately resist, or 
are emotionally compelled to i ''■ 
constant social and biological pres- 
sures towards marriage. 

Many people make the BUjsUuV 
of assuming that all these deliberate 
unmarried: are the mutir.u live 
women, the stereotyped version o! 
the "old maid," who probably never 
bad been asked to marry, mil f>' 
from it.

The women knew ihat this parly 
was arranged for the purpose nf iheir 
making friends under protected, 
quite proper circumstances. 

Vet, said the social director, when 
the evening was over, ordinarily 
vary little had lieen accomplished, 
because, usually,, the women reverted 
to the same coy, cute, over-reserved 
or over drama tic partem? of be- 
having that had failed them before. 

Some people hove tremendous dif- 
ficulty in being flexible. It is hard 
for them to mate any change in 
their attitudes or heliaviours, 

There are some women who heard 
buck in hif/h sehool that it Jooks 
ridirulous if ynu arr seen with a 
man who is short t-r lhan you are. 
Even today, they actually prefer to 
*lay home rather thin go out with 
a shorter man. 

Then there are some womcr who 
just cannot allow themselves to talk 
sensibly with a strange man who ha; 
not been "properly" introduced. 

Rigid and longstanding social 
cusiodis die hard, especially in 
small communities where proprieiy 
and good reputation are still im- 
portant. 

*'I know that exulnin* are rhant;- 
ing fast even wherr I live in a small 
city," 38-year-old Sally lold me, 
"hut I can't take up with a man juit 
because he sits beside me on an 
aeroplane," 

On the other hand, Ruth, an 
attractive 35*year-old school! eaclier, 
had lots of dates and many men 
friend*., whom iht readily conceded 
she met "informally" in restaurants 
of at the beach, although she had 
grown up in a traditional home. 

"IJot 1 learned .it canteens during 
the war," the xaid, *'that in our cos- 
ioi<[M>Htan \\orld todav men are men 
and (he ones uhu iniroduced them- 
selves took no more lilirrtir* than ihe 
few 10 whom I was formally intro- 
duced." 

There is no intent to rile Ruth as 
a modrl nl proprr behaviour U>f all 
women or lo guarantee her phil- 
osophy in all ca>r». Hut clearly our 
customs concerninR ihe meetings he- 
iwi-en men and women are changing. 
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A woman must understand 
a man's real needs

The one whose nerds are fulfilled 
usually gives his love in return.

Pretty dresses, expensive hair- 
tiro, and delicate perfumci are 
absolutely impotent whra compared 
with the addicting power of your 
Uung understanding, reassuring* rc- 
sponsive, and alert to what he is 
roally frying to say.

During the course Pam attenderi )et- 
turrs on physiology nnd anatomy and 
watched demonstrations d( how to bath 
babies. take, temperatures, arid -ill the 
other basic things thr moil junior nurse 
must know.

The course ended alter a week of 
exams, and Pam went into the wards 
with one stripe on her cap.

The 300 student nurses at the hos- 
pital work one of three shifts: 6 a.m.
